IS MR. GLADSTONE 


The Man’s Notebook Contained Enough 
to Warrant the Judge in Hold:ng 
Him for Examination. 


IN DANGER P 


London, April 27.—The Pall Mall Ga- 


| gette today contaims a most sensational 


article, headed “‘Rumors of an Attempt to 
Shoot Gladstone,” the type used in. the 
headlines being the largest in use for that 
purpose. The paper states that the al- 
leged attempt upon the prime minister's 
life was made while Mr. Gladstone was 
walking through St. James’s park at mid- 
night last night on his way to his home, 
on Downing street. The accuracy of the 
report of The Pall Mall Gazette is doubt- 
ful. It is probable that the story is based 
upon the fact that a man who is now in 
custody on the charge of firing a revolver 
in a public thoroughfare had in one of his 
pockets a notebook containing a number 
of entries detailing the recent movements 
of Mr. Gladstone. The prisoner will be ar- 
raigned shortly and his object in making 
these entries will be learned if possible. 
The article in The Pall Mall Gazette caused 
much excitement among the friends and 
supporters of Mr. Gladstone, and many in- 
quiries from various parts of the country 
have been made as to the truthfulness of 
the story. 

It has been learned that Mr. Gladstone, 
who attended a dinner party last night, 
was walking home about the time the man 


saw nothing of the occurrence, and no one 
now believes that any attempt was made 
to shoot him. 

When the shooter was arraigned in the 
Bow street police court this morning the 
policeman who arrested him stated that 
the man had discharged the revolver in the 
Horse Guards parade ground, near Down- 
ing street. He evidently intended to shoot 
the officer. 

An examination of the notebook revealed 
the fact that it contained a mass of ravr- 
ings against Irish home rule, amid which 
Was a suggestion that the murder of Mr. 
Gladstone would be justifiable. Upon this 
slender foundation the report of the at- 
tempted murder of Mr. Gladstone was con- 
structed. 

Notwithstanding the statements that 
have been made jt ‘the effect that Mr. 
Gladstone was in no danger of being shot, 
there is a growiilg suspicion that he was 
nearer danger than his friends are willing 


to adanit. man under arrest is named 
Wiltiam Tounsend. He is thirty-eight 
years old and is a resident’ of Shettield: 


The officer who arrested him saw hin 
mount the steps @f Air. Gladstone’s resi- 
dence shortly- after Mr. Gladstone had en- 
tered. When the policeman ordered him 
to descend he fired at the officer and sub- 
sequently struggled desperately against be- 
ing arrested. 

Tounsend asserts that the discharge of 
the Tevolver was accidental. Some of the 
entries in the note book read: ‘Ihe Irish 
home rule bill has passed its second read- 


ing by a full majority, including the cur 
Saunders. Talking does not convert. Now 


is the time for action. I might willfully 
murder you. Would nothing of the kind 
be justified? Now to prove it. What says 
Sir Henry James? See Gladstorie’s speech 
of last night. What says Saunders?” 

At this point Sir John Bridge, the pre- 
sing magistrate, refusal to read uny 
further.

THE TRACK .OF DEATH, 
Seas Bors 
Details of the Awful Tornado Which Visited 
Oklahoma. 

Guthrie, O. T., April 27.—Late reports 
fromthe tornado swept portions of tif ter- 
ritory make it certain that the number 
of killed exceeds seventy-five, while over 
two hundred persons were injured, many 
fatally. 

At Norman, in the southern part of Ok- 
Jahoma, thirty-four bodies have been cofin- 
ed and prepared for burial. Nearly a dozen 
people are still missing and it is expected 
that five or six of the Badly injured will 
die. In the vicinity of Norman, which was 
in the center of the worst storm, as far as 
the eye can reach ie seen scattered wrecked 
buildings, furniture, implements and the 
bodies of animals. A ‘hundred and fifty 
farins are swept clean of buildings, fences, 
orchards and crops, aad the people who 
wére not killed are lef€im ‘poverty. In al- 
most every case where the people were 
caught in their houses they were stricken 
in death or badly injured. 

The little town of Case, forty miles south- 
east of here, was visited iy the same torna- 
do, which passed east of Norman, and al- 
most demolished it and five people in one 
family were killed; while two men in a 
store were crushed to death and a number 
injured. 

Another tornado struek Cimmarion City 
in the afternoon and was much more dis- 
astrous than at first reported. Not a build- 
ing was left standing jn the town, and 
_ Several people were injured; some fatally. 

A man coming in. from an insolated neigh- 
borhood of Payne county says a dozen peo- 
ple met death there by a third tornado. 

It will be several daysiyet before the full 
details of the storm’s Mavages can be ob- 
tained, as the roads are washed out and 
bridges gone; consequently communication 
and travel is greatly interrupted. 

According to the reports from Purcell 
a tornado formed about 5:30 o’clock north 
of there and killed four people and injured 
several others. This was followed by a 
second tornado, which passed on the other 
side of Norman and swept through the most 
prosperous portion of Oklahoma. ‘lhe 
track of the second and worst tornado was 
u mile wide and twenty miles long down the 
valley of the Canadian river in Cleveland 
county. Over one hundred good farms 
were. swept clean and-‘several bodies: of 
victims found miles away. 

During the afternoon ‘and evening other 
portions of the territory were visited by 
cyclones of a greater or ‘less magnitude. 
West of here a dozen or more houses were 
dem@lished and several people injured. At 
one place this morning fifteen dead bodies 
fad been gathered into a house which the 


’ storm had missed and thé scene there was 


a terrible one. 

A carload of eoffins has been sent'to Nor- 
man and every city in Oklahoma will at once 
raise a fund to aid the sufferers. There are 
severa! injured persons yef-expected to die. 
There will be a great fugeral at this place 
‘and Purcell tomorrow when*the unfortunate 
people will be buried. ,

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Warships of Ten Nations Passed in 
Review Yesterday. 


If WAS A MAGNIFICENT AFFAIR 


Witnessed by Hundreds of Thous- 
ands on Shore. 


THE NOISE OF HUNDREDS OF GUNS 


Firing the Salute to the President of the 
United States— Reception of the For- 
eigners by Mr. Cleveland,. 


New York, Apri] 27.—Rain on the roofs; 
rain washing the sidewalks; -rain drops 
pricking the river surface into a rash of 
white spatter; rain wetting the decks and 
rigging of the pulseless war monsters rid- 
ing at anchor: wetnesg above, moisture be- 
low, permeating, saturating everything, 
everywhere—such were the conditions of 
the early morning about this flag-smother- 
ed, bunting-decked city. 

In the night time a storm that had its 
birth yesterday away to the westward, had 
stolen over the Jersey hills and wrapped 
the_war squadrons on the river, had settled 
down upon the city and blotted out the 
dark brow of the sea from the ken of peo- 
ple ashore. Along the Hudson cloud and 
water became one, The sloping shores 
were the sides of a great. flume that had 
no existence to the eye. At the time when 
the sunlight might otherwise Have been 
brightening the fresh green slopes and the 
monsters afloat, a dull gray curtain lay 
low and _thickly over all. The night gave 
way slowly to the struggling light that came 
diffusedly and apparently without source. 

Shut Out by a Fog. : 

Out on the bosom of the lordly stream, 
somewhere in the deDse gray fogs, the na- 
vies of the nations were softly chafed by 
the uneasy lines, buft.to those who were 
astir as the datlight wore off the edge of 


on in the darkness and no eye could reach 
into the gray thickness, where the black 
waters wallowed about their iron sides and 
sullenly swashed at the prows and sterns. 

As the day advanced, however, a breeze 
found its way over the banks and across 
the way and before the fogs closed in again, 
the ghostly outlines of masts and the out- 
lines of dark hulls appeared and half-fad- 
ed again. Then venturing gusts. of air 
wandered through the fogland and gradu- 
ally the little gusts were reinforced until 
a stream of them flowed over the high riv- 
er banks and blew away the mists. First 
the masts and fighting tops of the war ves- 
sels were revealed, appearing to be suspend- 
ed in air, the lower cloud concealed all 
else aflost. 

Watching from the New York shore, the 
blaek hwils of the foreigners . were firat 
brought back from cloudland to the ken of 
man. That was first because they were 
black painted, and second because the line 
of blaek-hulled foreigners lay closest to the 
New York shore. More time was required 
to bring out the United States ships; and 
for obvease reasons, because of their white- 
ness and their distance under the Jersey 
heights. 

The Firat Glimpses. 

The night owls and the early dockbirds 
along the docks down about Thirty-seventy 
and: Fiftieth streets first got glimpses, 
however, of the white ships of Spain and 
Argentina. The great shark-prowed Jean 
Bart, from France, lay only a stone’s 
throw from the end of a dock at Sixtieth 
street and early dawn in the wharf, the 
denizen’s of “hell’s kitchen,” saw her black 
sides break out of the shredded mists. 

Under the walls of Riverside drive the 
starboard squadron grew slowly out of the 
still air, which the gusty breeze had not 
yet stirred, but on the level reaches on the 
New York shore the low lying clouds were 
drifting away in tattered scarfs that dis- 
solved slowly on the water-soaked atmos- 
phere. 

Over on the historic heights of Week- 
hawken and in the race tortured cliffs of 
Guttenberg early sight seers were more 
fortunate. The growing breeze ran in its 
frontlet against the sheer rocks and dived 
downward, thus breaking the cloud walls 
at their base, but the day broadened and 
the two rows of bristling vessels were at 
length revealed, although dimly at best for 
a persistent springtide rain was falling 
and distances were uncertain and indistinct. 
Aloft a stiff breeze seemed astir, but with- 
out affecting the heavy conditions. 

The Tattered Bunting. 

One of the most pitiful results of the 
storm through the night was the wiltered 
and forlorn looking condition of the many 
beautiful decorations throughout the city. 
All their fine effect of yesterday had pass- 
ed away in the night and the water-soaked 


bunting was as dull in color as 
the leaden’ skies above. The _ flags 
on the housetops floated heavily in 


the stiff breeze. : 

After awhile all New York arose from its 
slumbers, only to find a steady downpour 
of rain ushering the Gay of the great naval 
pageant. They found a chilly northeast’ 
wind adding to the discomfort and some 
hundred thousand people who had arranged 
to view the grandest marine spectacle ever 
presented in American waters, if not in the 
world, were disappointed. _ 

Creuwding to North River. 

Although it was a lega} holiday in town, 
the early morning crowds on the elevated 
trains and surface cars, with the crowds 
that poured into the city from the ferries 


and across the bridges, did not look like hol- 
iday crowds. The rain did not keep them 
all at home, however. There was a steady 
stream toward North river all the morning 
and hundreds of excursion boats, steam 
yachts, tugs and other crafts which had 
been pres inte service, were filled up 
with sightseers who were not kept at home 
by Farmer Dunn's disagreeable weather, 
Their patriotism and their enthusiasm car- 
ried them through the wet. Other crowds 
who songht places along the docks, on tops’ 
of buildings and at Riverside park plodded

Reaning Up “Old Glory.” 

When 8 o’clock had arrived there were 
signs of activity on all of the vessels in 
the fleet from the flagships of each nation, 
there was the wig-wagging or the swinging 


orders were being issued to the fleet. A 
moment later each vessel ran up a big 
American flag to the top of the mainmast 
and a big flag of her country fore and aft. 
The Spanish, French, Brazilian and Ar- 
gentine ships ran up lines of streamers on 
their yards. Uncle Sam’s white navy float- 
ed big holiday figs from each mast. All 
wore tue stars-all’ stripes. 

At 10 o’clock the Luited States vessels 
ran up bunting and the British, Russian. 
Italian, German and Holland ships fol- 
lowed suit until all were ip holiday dress. 
The early birds were rewarded in some 
degree by seeing this ‘dressing’ of the 
ships, when the jack tars ran up thé flags 
and pennants and put their vessels in 
holiday attire. The effect of these decora- 
tions was best appreciated, by those who 
had seen the cruisers but a moment before 
denuded of every bit of color and with bare 
masts. This repaid in a measure the weary 
and dismal wait of the throngs. The great 
majority of the crowd did not get ‘to the 
river front, however, before 10 oclock and 
these, finding every place of shelter pre 
empted, bravely took their stand upon the 
river bank under their umbrellas. The 
many steamboats and tugs engaged to car- 
ry parties up the river to witness the resew 
were early filled up. Governor Fellows and 
his staff, with their families and friends, 
took the steamer General Slocum at the 
foot of West Twenty-seeand street and pro- 
ceeded up the river just in the rear of the 
Dolphin, 

Just as every one wgs expecting that the 
programme would be carried out despite the 
storm, the announcement was made- that 
the review had been deferred. 

At 10:30 o’clock a. m. the signal boat 
Cushing started out from  Thirty-fourth 
street and running up alongside of each 
vessel in line, carried the information that 
the review had been postponed until 2 
o’clock this afternoon. 

When the excursion steamers heard of 
this they put back to their docks and there 
was some grumbling among the passengers, 
who had been getting damper and chillier 
as the time passed. 

Vi aiting for Grover. 

President €leveland, accompanied in a 
carriage by his wife and Secretary, left 
the Victoria hote] at 1:05 o'clock p. m. 
Eight minutes later his party arrived at 
the foet of West Twenty-third street, 
where a thousand men and women had 
stood in the rain for hours, who cheered 
Him enthusiastically. 

Mrs. Cleveland. enveloped in a _ tweed 
cape mackintosh, black feit’ hat and black 
veil, was the first to alight and her ap- 
pearance was the signal] for the cheering to 
begin. The president followed her and 
removing his silk hat, paused for a moment, 
bowing on all sides. His cabinet members 
had reacped the pier before bin. Secre- 
tary. Gresham, Thomas Bayard and wife 
and ©. C. Baldwin were the first to ar- 
rive, a few minutes after 1 o'clock.

There wus no sign of the 
president, and it was feared by the waiting 
crowd that he would not come. However 
his carriage came dashing up before long, 
and set all fears at rest, although he was 
only seen for a minute, while walking 
from the carriage to the launch Dolphin, 
that bobbed up and down between him and 
the fleet. Beside him and his wife on 
the launch there were his secretary, Clar- 
ence Bowen. of the reception committee 
and Lieutenants Hoyrigan and Spencer 
Wood, the latter, being Secretary ‘Her- 
bert’s aide. A “man servant and Mrs. 
Cleveland’s maid accompanied the party. 

The little launch. with the president’s flaz 
flying, started away like a race horse, as 
the party on board was anxious to make up 
for lost time. She rushed dobbing up and 
down to the Dolphin, and the party chmbed 
up the stairway, Mrs. Cleveland again in 
advance. As soon as the president touched 
the deck, “hang” went one of the Dol- 
phin’s guns and the president’s flag puffed 
out from its bal] at the masthead. 

Then began a screaching of whistles from 
all sorts of craft, while the Dolphin, Concord 
and Miantonomia fired in turn to the presi- 
dential solute. The Dolphin forged siowiy 
ahead, surrounded and followed by big and 
little steamers, crowded with men and wo 
men, famous and unknown to fame, and the 
great naval review had begun. 

About the time president Cleveland reach- 
ed the dock the rain ceased for a time and 
Police Inspector McAvory, who was there 
with a long line of blue coats to preserve 
order, remarked, “Just Grover’s luck.” 

An Imposing Spectacle. 
’ From the top of the New York Central

of twenty-one guns, following the Dol- 
phin’s lead. The president’s flag was low- 
ered from the Dolphin and the public cer- 
emonies of the day were considered over. 
Private Steamers Have Their Innings. 


But the private part of the fun had only 
just begun. As soon as the Dolphin passed 
out from between the anchored fleet the 
cordon was broken and private steamers 
and yachts rushed in. When the smoke 
had partially cleared away they obtained 
a magnificent view of the combined naval 
forces at close range. The flagships of the 
squadron courteously returned the innumer- 
able salutes tendered by the private steam- 
ers, and their officers seemed to heartily 
appreciate the interest their appearance 
created. Nor was the spectacle one which 
they themselves would be likely to forget. 
The view they have had the last two days 
of New York’s magnificent harbor and of 
the vast concourse gathered to honor the 
event in which they participated could not 
fail to make an impression. 

Search Licht Display. 

Inky darkness veiled the Columbian fleet 
at 8 o'clock tonight, and not a sound was 
beard by landsmeu from the anchored bat- 
tleships. Suddenly a ray of light shot up- 
ward from the Philadelphia. 1t was long 
and dazzling, and seewed to pierce the sky. 
For’a moment it remained stationary, and 
then disappeared. ‘That was the signal for 
the scheduled display of the electrical 
gearch lights with which the war vessels 
are provided, 

Quickly following the Philadelphia’s lead 
the American ships showed the many ways 
in which the lights are used in active wuar- 
fare to protect themselves from attacks of 
those marine terrors, torpedo boats. At 
times the projecting rays were concentrated 
at certain spots on shore, then turned far 
up the Hudson, making objects plainly vis- 
ible at a distance of five miles. 

Following came another signa] and si- 
multaneously every light in the fleet was 
turned toward the zenith. Slowly the rays 
converged unti] they formed the apex of 
a brilliant silvery pyramid of incalculable 
height. Experts say it cdéuld have been 
seen seventy-five miles in any direction, 
It was a sight never before seen and never 
to be forgotten by the land lIubbers.

In the center of the garden thousands 
of sprays of lilies of the valley formed an 
arch. Upon the keystone was perched a 
smiling Cupid whose fairy wings are stud- 
ded with miniature electric lights, 

At the Fourth avenue end of the garden 
was placed an immense Japanese fan, stud- 
ded with electric lights. Directly beneath 
this was the reception dais. It was gor- 
geous with flowers and plants, and at the 
two corners were dragons such as guard- 
ed the emtrance to the garden. Across the 
rear of the amphitheater in huge letters of 
light are the words, “A new world’s wel- 
come.” 

A magnificent model of the capitol at 
Washington of white cape flowers and il- 
luminated with electric lights rested on the 
stage of the assembly room. The cost of 
these magnificent decorations was $10,000.

PATROLMAN BARRETT’S GOOD WORK. 


He Bagged a Bad Lot of Burglers ahd Has 
True Cases Against Hach

No less than five distinct cases of burg- 
lary have been made out against the “Skin- 
ny” Hall gang of burglars, who were bag- 
ged last February by.

‘The safe had been 
entered and $65 in money and a gold watch 
valued at $50 taken. The manager of the 
company was completely at a loss to expla 
the robbery and turned it over to the de- 
tectives. When Jackson was arrested for 
the burglary of Grubb’s saloon it was 
found thag he had robbed the Commercial 
Oil Compang’s safe, no one was more sur- 
prised than the manager of the company, 
Jackson had been a trustel. employe of the 
company and had free access to the office. 
He had been entrusted with a key to the 
office and knew the safe combination, 

Numerous other robberies were fastened 
at the doors of the gang, among them the 
robbery of the East Tennessee ticket of- 
fice at Roseland, : : 

Jackson and Hall have been convicted 
of burglarv in separate cases, but neither 
has been sentenced. Next week they will 
be tried on four more separate cases of 
buzglary, and the chances are that they 
will be given plenty of time in the pen.

Its Meeting Yesterday—Report of Major 
Slaton. pe 

For three hours yesterday afternoon the 
board of education was in an agitated con- 
dition, and for about two hours Greek was 
discussed, pro and con, and arguments were 
made copiously. 

All the talk was about a petition pre- 
sented by nineteen of the high school boys 
who are to graduate this year from the 
Boys’ High school. What the boys want 
is to receive a full course diploma without 
having wrestled with the Greek tongue, and 
a number of the board are inclined to agree 
with the youngsters im their estimation of 
the situation. 

lt seems that last year the board of ed- 
ucation allowed a number of boys to receive 
a tull course diploma without having stud- 
ied Greek, but the board also gave out that 
this procedure on their part would not be 
repeated. However, the boys decided to try 
their fate with a petition, and this petition 
was handed in at the last meeting of the 
board. It worried the members so that 
after a couple of hours of futile discussion 
aud warm argument it was laid over until 
yesterday afternoon. 

And yesterday afternon like Banquo’s 
ghost, it bobbed up serenely just as the 
board was beginning an old-time love fast. 
Then it became Greek against anti-Greek, 
with Greek stock away below par. Judge 
Hammond argued manfully that if the boys 
did not study Greek, and it being necessary 
that they should study Greek to obtain a 
full diploma, a full course diploma should 
not be issued unless Greek was studied, 
since, moreover, Greek was optional to a 
graduation.

The superintendent 
thought that corporal punishment was 
growing less each day. A few cases of 
scarlatina were reported during the month 
but none were serious in nature and none 
had resulted fatally. Sore eyes reported, but 
now gone. More sickness seemed to pre- 
vail among the teachers than among the 
children and not a few were absent. He 
called attention to the fact that examination 
of white apgiitents for the positions of 
teachers in the public schools took place on 
the 6th of May, and that the members of 
the board were especially requested to at- 
tend.

shat Cemetery Case. 


There promises to be a battle roya] over 
the injunction brought by certain citizens 
to prevent the mayor and council selling the 
reserve land in front of Rose Hill ceme- 
tery for burial purposes, the ful] particulars 
of which injunction proceedings have been 
published in The Constitution. It seems 
that when the restraining order of Judge 
Hunt was served on the mayor and council 
last Tuesday night they had forgotten that 
on July 5, 1892, the city council had pass- 
ed an ordinance repealing ordinances 347 
and 448, which bad been in existence about 
forty years, which expressly forbid the in- 
terment of bodies in the reserve in front 
of Rose Hill. But on yesterday some one 
remembered that ordinances 447 and 448 
had been_ repealed by ordinances passed 
July 3, 1892. The repealing ordinances 
were introduced by Alderman Van, chair- 
man of the cemetery committee, on June 
28. 1892. and they were referred to the 
ordinanog committee and the city attorney. 
These parties evidently thought they were 
all right, for at council meeting the follow- 
ing week,.they were duly passed. 

Attorners for the enjoiners, however, sav 
that the repeal of the ordinances 447 and 
448 was not legal and eannot be effective 
according to the code of Georgia and the 
decision of the supreme court. Section 2.684 
of the code reads: “If the owner of lands, 
either expressly, or by his acts, dedicates 
the same to public use, and the 
same is so used for such a length of 
time that the public accommodation or pri- 
vate gights might be materially affeeted by 
an interruption of the enjoyment, he ean- 
not afterward appropriate it to private pur- 
poses, 

On this, and the decision of the supreme 
court the enjoiners expect to rely, The 
hearing on the application for permanent 
injunction is set for Saturday. As the 
city has already, spent $1,200 preparing 
the reserve for sale for buria] lots and ex- 
pected to realize about $15,000 from the 
sale of ‘the lots, it is reasonable to suppose 
that the city. will fight the matter to the 
last resort, aud it is probable that the en- 
joiners will be disposed to push the matter 
to the farthest extremity.

THE WILD LAND TANGLE. 


An Interesting Article from One of the 
Attorneya in the Case. 


Editor Constitution—The article in a late 
issue of The Constitfition headed ‘Sensa- 
tional,”” and which referred to the trial of 
the case 0f Hugh A. McLain vs. Bedgood & 
Royal, before Judge lish, at the last term 
of Dooly superior court, having created un- 
becesSary alarm under an erroneous impres- 
sion in the minds of many, and I having been 
frequently asked relative thereto, I deem it 
right and proper to correct the impression 
produced thereby and to allay the fears re- 
sulting thereffont. 

I was one of the counsel jn the said case 
and as there is now Pending a motion for a 
new trial it would be improper to discuss 
the merits of the Tase. 

The jury, as I have Deen credibly informed 
and by some of the members thereof, did not 
consider the question of the legality or length 
of time of the advertisement of the lot in 
dispute, lot No. 175 in the thirteenth land 
district of Dooly county, by the comptroller 
general as unreturned wild land in default 
for taxes, before he issued the fi fa. against 
this lot of land. pe 

The point that contrelled the jury was one 
of guardianship. Whether or not one P. L. 
Mize was the legal guardian of the person 
and property under the law and the evidence, 
of the plaintiff, Hugh McLain. The jury 
came to the conclusion that Mize was not 
the legal guardian of McLain and having ar. 
,rived at this conclusion, under the charge 


r of the court that no sale even where the ad- 


vertisement was legal and proper, could 
operate to effect or defeat the title of a minor 
who did not at the time have a legal repre- 
sentative, they found for the plaintiff the 
land in controversy. 

That the comptroller general had no right 
to issue fi fas. against aild lands until he had 
advertised the lots of wild tand as unreturn- 
ed and in default for taxes is a proposition 
that is neither new nor sensational, and did 
hot originate with any one connected with 
this case, but is as old as the wild land law 
itself. The wild land act of February 28, 
1874, required the advertisement to be ‘made 
for thirty days. This act was amended March 
2, 1875, by striking out the words thirty days 
and inserting in the place thereof once a 
week for four weeks. 

In the case of Rish vs. Ivey, 76 G, Rep., 
page 738, determined at the March teri. 
INS6, OUr SUpreme court in the first headnote 
of that case distinctly said that the comp- 
troller general must make the advertisement 
required by the law before he had jurisdic- 
tion to issue the fi fas. 

NOW in this case at bar only the files of 
The Daily Constitution from January Ist to 
June 1, 1875, went before the jury. There 
were some missing issues of the paper among 
the files for this period of time and those 
which were introduced showed over ten thou- 
sand lots of land were advertised as unre- 
turned wild lands in default for taxes for 
‘” a th the dates on which the said 
rertisements were made bei 
oo a yeh 7. 1875. oe fat 
execution issued against the lot of lan 
was dated October 1, 1877, and not alone i 
the taxes of 1874, but also for the taxes for 
the years 1875 and 1876. It would not be 
expected that an advertisement for the years 
1845 and 1876 would be found in a oaper of 
March and April, 1875, long before the lands 
could be in default for taxes for said years. 

I have the official stenographie report before 
me and it is true that there is evidence therein 
stating that the files of The Constitution had 
been critically examined, page by page, from 
18;4 to December, 1878. That there was one 
missing issue of the daily in April aud one in 
June, 1876, and one or two in 1875, and that 
the files of the weekly had also been examined 
and that no advertisement of the land other 
than in April and March, 1875, was to be 
sound in The. Copstitution, except in the year 

‘co. 

Now I know that the ed delivering that 
testimony was wistaken. personally ex- 
awined a file of The Daily Constitution Tn the 
office of the governor on the 12th of this 
mouth and found this identical lot, No. 175, 
together With thousands of other lots, ad- 
vertised as wild lands unreturned and in de- 
fault for the years 1875 and 1876, and the 
said advertisemeuts being in the issues of 
The Daily Constitution for August 31st and 
September 7, 1877. 

1 could not get the files of the weekly, and I 
asked the aid of Major Kh. J. Guinn, the assis- 
tant state school commissioner. He kindly 
consented to assist, and finding a copy of the 
files of the weekly in the office of the ordinary 
uf Fultop county, he says the same identical 
advertisements which appeared in The Daily 
Constitution of August dglst and September 
7, 1877, are also in The Weekly Constitution 
of September 11th and 18, 1877. 

These advertis sments cover the most of two 
pages of The Constitution, The years 1875 
and 1876 are given separately. The year 1874 
is not advertised, but in a report published 
with the advertisements made to Comptroller 
General Goldsmith by the Hon. jew F 
Wright. now comptroller general, and then 
clerk of the wild land_ office, and dated the 
27th day of August, 1877, it will be seen that 
the states in the said report that the unre- 
turned wild lots for 1874 were advertised in 
1875. I have been unable to secure the files 
of The Weekly Constitution or an unbroken 
file of the daily for the year 1875, but Colonel 
Wright Informed me that it was his recol- 
lection that the lots were also advertised in 
the weekly, and perhaps in a supplement there- 
to. Knowing the efficiency and fidelity with 
which Colonel Wright has discharged every 
trust ever reposed in him, hardly think it 
possible for him to have stated a fact which 
did not exist and which he was in a better 
sition to know than any one, and when in 
iis report he stated that the lots unreturned 
for 1874 were advertised in 1875 I see no room 
for doubt. If they had not been so adver- 
tise they would have been advertised in 1877 
with the years 1875 and 1876.

As the years 1875 and 1876 were ad- 
vertised in both the daily and Weekly Constt- 
tution, I believe the same to have been the 
ease in 1875.

as she redeems them in gold. : 

_ Were she to steadily redeem them 
in gold and treat her stock of silver 
coin as a debt instead of cash, her cur- 
rency system, perfect as it is, would 
collapse in a fortnight. We do not 
expect any collapse in our system, for 
the reason that we have no settled sys- 
tem. Our finances are at loose and 
tangled ends, and have been since the 
war. After awhile, the representatives 
of the people will take up these tangled 
ends and straighten them out in a sys- 
tem that bears some relation to hon- 
esty, justice and common sense. 


The Income Tax in Europe. 

The New York. World calls attention 
to the fact that the chancellor of the 
British exchequer, finding that: he will 
have a deficit of several millions of 
dollars, has decided to increase the in- 
come tax. 

This tax, says our contemporary, has 
proved the most flexible and easily cal- 
culated of any feature of the budget. 
The officers seem to encounter little 
difficulty in collecting it, and it is easy 
to estimate in advance what it will 
yield. The matter is of peculiar inter- 
est to us just now, as congress will be 
asked to impose a graded income tax. 
The objection that it cannot be collect- 
ed is all nonsense. They collect such 
taxes in England, Germany, France and 
Italy, and we can do it here. 

So, we may go ahead with perfect 
confidence and reduce our tariff to prac- 
tically a free trade basis. What ever 
deficit such a policy may cause in our 
revenues can easil be made up by tax- 
ing incomes. The prompt increase of 
the income tax in England when the 
government needs more money signally 
illustrates the value and convenience 
of this mode of taxation. Moreover, 
it is a fair and a just tax because it 
makes people pay their proportionate 
share of the “expenses of the govern- 
ment, whereas, under our present sys- 
tem a rich man frequenty gets off with 
only a nominal tax if his property hap- 
pens to be in the shape of certain bonds 
and securities, while his poor neighbor 
owning a little real estate is taxed to 
the full extent of his possessions. 


A Freak of Fortune. 

A few days ago the people of Spring- 
field, O., wanted to catch their towns- 
man, John Robinson, and send him to 
the penitentiary. 

Robinson in an hour of temporary 
financial distress raised $200 on a forged 
note, and fled from justice. His neigh- 
bors all agreed that he was a worthless 
scoundrel, and the fact that he had a 
wife and children did got change their 


‘determination to hunt him down and 


have him ‘punished. p 

But circumstances change, and men 
change with them. Robinson was a 
very bad fellow, yesterday, but today 
he is a clever gentleman, and Springfield 
is solidly for Him. Yet, he forged a 
note, got the money on it and skipped 
the town. Why did his fellow citizens 
demand his prosecution one day and 
change their minds the next? It seems 
that just after this man had committed 
his crime and run away his uncle died 
and left him a large fortune. This ex- 
plains the change in public sentiment. 
Springfield sees many good points in 
the forger now, and is anxious to wtel- 
come the capitalist home again. Ff 
he will return nothing will be _ said 
about his little financial experiment. 
The rich man is wanted as a factor in 
the building up of the community. 

There is a very large touch of hu- 
man nature in this incident. The gold 
cure seems to be a remedy for almost 
every evil that afflicts humanity. “Put 
money in thy purse!” é 


That Kansas Lynching, 

All lynchings are bad enough, but as 
a rule when they occur in the south the 
victims are negroes who have commit- 
ted nameless outrages upon white 
women. 

We do not remember in the history 
of such affairs in the south a case that 
matches a recent lynching in Kansas. © 
A negro in that state who had been 
sentenced to seven years imprisonment 
for cutting a white man with a razor, 
and who was virtually on his way to 
the penitentiary under guard, was taken 
from the sheriff by a mob and hanged 
to a telegraph pole. 

Now, there is nothing to palliqte such 
lawlessness. Seven years in the peni- 
tentiary was sufficient punishment for 
cutting a man, especially when we con- 
sider the fact that the person who was 
cut had previously struck the negro 
with a shovel. The prisoner was on 
his way to the penitenfiary, and the 
excuse could not be pleaded by the mob 
that there had been any failure of jus- 
tice or that there was any danger of 
his escape. 

We are saying nothing in justificafion 
of southern lynchings, but this Kansas 
outrage, the burning of a white woman 
in Michigan and the hanging of a negro 
by a mob at Port Jervis, New York, 
last year, shows that other sections 
cannot boast of a spotless record in this 
respect. 


The Case of Boss Buck. 

Congressman Livingston and Con- 
gressman Ben Russell, of Georgia, have 
undertaken to call Mr. Cleveland’s at- 
tention to the political career of Colonel 
Buck, the well-known republican par- 
tisan, who is holding the office. of United 
States marshal under a democratic ad- 
ministration.

president. It has seemed to him a 
very small matter to permit a United 
States marshal to retain office, and sv 
it would be in nine cases out of ten. 
But Buck's case is the tenth. He stands 
conspicuous as the most active and of- 
fensive republican partisan to be found 
in the south today—the most ardent and 
zealous enemy that the democrats of 
Georgia have ever had occasion to cope 
with. 

It is for this reason that the people 
and the press of the state have been 
clamoring for his removal. They are 
not considering the cause of his reten- 
tion nor engaging in any premature 
criticism. They merely ask that the 
republican leader in Géorgia, who has 
made himself prominent as an active 
and zealous republican partisan, be re- 
moved from office: and now that Mr.

Planting Trees for Profit. 

Our Arbor Day and other reforest- 
ing movements will cause tree planting 
to become very general throughout the 
country, and the thing to do is to make 
it profitable in every possible way. 

According to The New York Evening 
Post, a farmer in Wautauga county, 
North Carolina, has just sold a curly 
walnut tree to a New York firm for 
$500. It is a very large tree and the 
purchasers expect to make $1,500 out 
of it after working it up. Several New 
York and Philadelphia houses have 
agents traveling through western North 
Carolina purchasing valuable hard wood 
as it stands in the forest, and it is no 
unusual thing to pay from $100 to $300 
for a rough walnut tree. 

This is a pointer worth acting upon. 
Our land owners will find that it will 
handsomely pay them or their children 
if they will go into the business of pro- 
ducing black walnut timber on a large 
scale. At present prices there is more 
money in these trees than in any known 
crop. An acre containing say 100 wal- 
nut trees would yield at the prices 
named something like $20,000. Of course 
it would take many years to produce 
such trees, but it is a big thing to make 
forest land once in a generation yield 
timber that will bring in such a fortune.

GATE CITY BANK BUILDING SOLD, 


But No One Seems to Know Who Was the 
Purchaser. 

The United States grand jury was in ses-

It is very prob- 
able that the grand jury will adjourn to- 
day for a week or more, as that body has 
now been in session, on and off, since the 
15th of March, quite a long time for a 
grand jury sitting. If any indictments are 
to be found at all it would appear that they 
will be found before the grand jury ad- 
journs today. 

So much work without any sensational 
results does not go well with the public’s 
appetite for such things, and there are a 
great many people of the idea that further 
than the indictments already found, the in- 
vestigation will end in a fiasco. Others 
whe claim to be well posted say that the 
grad jury can be banked on to shew a 
full hand at the proper time, and that 
somebody is gaing to squeal. 

Gate City Bank Building Sold. 

The latest news in the Gate City bank af- 
fairs is the sale of the bank. This clinches 
the idea that every depositor will be paid 
in full, although Bank Examiner Stone 
thinks that there need never have been 
any fear of that the entire time. 

It is not known to whom the bank was 
sold, as neither President Hill por Mr. 
Stone will divulge the name of the pur- 
chaser, as that gentleman has requested 
that his name be kept a_ secret. The 
amount is also held back, and the whole af- 
fair is in the dark as far as any informa- 
tion concerning the smallest detail of the 
transaction is concerned, and the publie will 
have to hold hands off, while the depositors 
can congratulate themselves on the now ap- 
parently safer condition of things. 

There are numerous reports as to who 
has purchased the bank. and from all ap- 
pearances the whole thing is in the air. 
Several prominent gentlemen were seen 
and stated that they had not bought the 
building.

Chief Joyner Has Been Called to Jacksonville 
to Examine the Department. 

Chief Joyner is now in Jacksonville in- 
specting the fire department of that city.

panies not only added 25 per cent to the 
regular rate, but many of the companies de- 
clined to accept some of the risks.

THEY LEFT ROME TOGETHER YESTERDAY 


But Nothing Has Been Heard of Them 
Since They Pulled Away fromthe Hill 
City—Durant Not Heard from. 


As far as their Atlanta friends know 
Ed Durant and Walter Howard may have 
slept in the woods last night or they may 
have passed the night rolling through ithe 
country on their wheels. 

Nothing has been heard of them since 
they left Rome yesterday morning. 

It was 10 o'clock before either of the 
wheelmen pulled away from the Hill City. 
Mr. Howard was detained by the breaking 
of the front wheel of his machine, which 
had to be replaced in Atlanitta. The new 
wheel was ordered and he could not leav@ 
Rome until it reached him. Just why Mr. 
Durant did not leave before that is not 
known, but his frtends believe that he 
waited just because he could. He has no 
fear of the result and feels ‘that the race 
is yet too young for him to utilize every 
minute of the time he has. _ 

Then besides that Mr. Durant’s wife is 
in Rome and he saw an opportunity of re- 
maining a few hours longer with her. 

But when Mr. Howard’s wheel was 
ceady for the road and he mounted for his 
departure Mr. Durant was ready to go 
and, mourkting his Columbia, he was on 
his way as‘fresh and gay as a bird. The 
two men left the city together and for a 
few miles jogged along together. Theng 
when they came to the forks of the raad, 
they separated, Mr. Howard taking one 
line and Mr. Durant taking the other. 
It is not likely that the two gentlemen will 
come together again before they reach In- 
diana, if at all, as their routes now are de 
cidedly separate. 

When the two men left Rome they were 
both fresh and in fine condition. The 
night’s a a Howard in good shape 
again, and Mr. Durant appeared to be the 
es sturdy, healthy yosiienas he was 
when he rolled into Rome Wednggday night. 

It was expected that Mr. Howard @yould 
probably xeach Chattanooga last night.

Mr, Durant’s course is supposed to 
miss Chattanooga, and, as nothing could be 
heard of him last night, it is probable that 
he is in the country out of reach of tele 
graph wires.

The 
telephones in the newspaper offices are 
kept busy every evening after tea asking 
about the two riders and when informa- 
tion cannot be given the tnquirer seems 
disappointed. 

The Accident to Mr. Howard’s Wheel. 


The story of Mr. Howard’s accident is 
told in a special from Reme. It says: 

Rome, Ga., April 27.—(Special.)—The front 
wheel of the bicycle which Howard 
was riding, was badly damaged coasting down 
a rocky hill a few miles from Atlanta. Rain 
was pouring dow:. Foote was in advance 
heard the crasb, looked back and saw that 
Howard had rur into a ditch. The rim of the 
wheel spread and broke partly in two. The 
wheel was in bad condition when Howard 
reached Rome, where a new wheel from At- 
lanta awaited him.

They wheeled up Broad street and turned 
into the Summerville pike. As they passed 
along broad street they attracted the at- 
tention of everybody, for everybody had 
read of the race and felt interested. They 
disappeared down the Summerville road 
with Mr. Foote a short distance in ad- 
vance of Howard and Durant, who rode 
out of town side by side. They will follow 
the Chattanooga valley road to Chickamauga 
and will reach Chattanooga tonight, where 
they will sleep.

When the three wheelmen reached the 
Armstrong yesterday evening they were 
immediately besieged by local wheelers who 
were anxious to learn how they had fourd 
the run from Atlanta to Rome. The three 
wheels were left out on the sidewalk in 
front of the hotel and the crowd minutely 
examined each wheel while the boys were 
at supper. 

It was very clear to every one who saw the 
wheelers that they had encountered much 
tougher experiences on the road from At-

or.

The thousands who read the daily Consti- 
tution remember seeing an exhaustive ac- 
count from here of an unknown tramp, who 
committed suicide near this place a few 
weeks ago by hanging himself to a@ tree 
with a leather strap.

ion Barnett, who was convicted a month ago 
in Atlanta of counterfeiting and sentenced 
to serve a lengthy term in Sing Sing, and 
prove as a great auxiliary in securing his 
pardon.

Henry: I am going to leave Atlanta this 
morning and go to Montgomery. We are being 
watched every day. I have a plan. You take 
our molds and slip them in Marion Barnett’s 
room, so the suspicion will follow him and we 
will be clear. Do this at once. Also let him 
have some bad money, so they cannot help 
but convict him on it. I will let you know 
where to join me at. Make no mistake in 
this matter. Do just as I teH you and we will 
skip all the detectives by it. Whatever you do 
the first thing you do is to burn this note. 
Yours, MACK OZ. 

Some advance the theory that the note 
was placed there by Barnett’s friends, while 
others take a different view of it. 


The Story of Barnett’s Conviction. 


Marion Barnett, who was convicted in 
the United States court about a month or 
more ago, had up to the time of his alleged 
bad break, always borne a good character. 

In his defense he set up the story that 
a drummer by the name of Henry Wil- 
liams, with whom he was slightly ac 
quainted, had left a chest with him. This 
was the chest that contained the counter- 
feit coins and molds. 

Barnett stated under oath that the drum- 
mer had told him the chest contained only 
a lot of samples, and that he had not inves- 
poe to see whether or not he told the 
truth. 

The note addressed to “Henry” would 
appear to make Barnett’s story plausible, 
at the least. If the strange story con- 
tained in the note is true, Barnett ig an in- 
nocent man. He was convicted on the evi- 
dence of Jim Lawshe, an old counterfeiter, 
who was in the —- of government de- 
tectives, and Mr. Eubanks, who testified 
that Barnett had passed false coins upon 
him, but that he had taken them back and 
refunded good money when approached.

WEATHER SYNOPSIS AND FORECAST. 


As the season advances towards midsum- 
mer it becomes more and more difficult to 
foretell with exactness the limits of rainfall.

4E STABBED HIMSELF IN A FIGHT 


And the §@Coroner’s Jury Exonerates the 
Negro, W hem the Police Were Seek- 
ing 60 a Murderer. 


A dingy looking Dilliard saloon of for- 


bidding aspect and sinistér “appearance, | 


whose interior is screened from public 
view by venerable blinds, stands on Pied- 
mont avenue immediately in the rear of 
Karwisch’s market. The saloon is con- 
ducted by Gus Amos, and day and night 
negroes gather there and play pool and bil- 
liards. 

In a fight with Elijah Henderson at this 
saloon yesterday. morning, Jesse O'Neill 
was stabbed in the back of the leg jusg un- 
der the knee, the wound severing the main 
arteries and producing deat® within an 
hour. 

Henderson ran away from the place as 
fast as he could and it was supposed and 
so reported to the police, that he had killed 
O'Neill by driving the knife into his leg. 

After an exhaustive examination of the 
circumstances of the killing and hearing 
testimony from each of the several witness- 
es to the difficulty, the coroner’s jury ex- 
onerated Henderson from blame, and said 
that O'Neill had killed himself while try- 
ing to stab his opponent in the fight. 

The verdict of the coroner’s jury was 80 
directly opposed to the accepted version of 
the affair that it created considerable sur- 
prise and had the effect of relaxing the 
strong search that the police were making 
for the supposed murderer. The = circum: 
stances of the killing of O’Neill are such 


that the verdict of the coroner’s jury has . 


not been accepted’ as’ infal?f¥te, and much 
speculation is being indulged in as to the 
real facts of the killing. 

Jesse O'Neill, who was killed, is a young 
negro about twenty-two years old, and his 
record in police circles is not a good one 


by any means. He is a son of the well- 
kno negro ntractor, iram O'Neill, 
who livés on Pine street, and he has a 


facuity for getting into trouble deep and 
often. He has a reputation for being quar- 

nd hard to get along with. He 
worked but little and mt most of bis 
a: loitering around billj saloons and 


Yesterday morning about 10 o’clock he 
walked into Amos’s place on Piedmont ave- 
nue, The saloon was filed with negroes

O'Neil walked in among them -with his

It was a terrible struggle, the negroes 
fighting like ti O'Neill managed to 
fet on top, anf it was seen that he hada 
ig knife bis hand, with which he was 
slashing Henderson over the head. Blood 
was everywhere. The faces of both men 
were covered with it and great pools of it 
stood on the floor. 

The fight stopped suddenly and Hen- 
derson leaped to his feet. He saw O'Neill 
Was covered with blood, which was flow- 
ing from an ugly wound on his head and 
from a cut on his leg. He ran out of the 
saloon and disappeared down Courtland 


street. 

O'Neill qrose as if to follow, but he only 
got to the door. He staggered back into 
the saloon anf @ropped to the floor in a 
dead faint. The negroes gathered around 
him and tried to stop the flow of blood 
from the wound on his leg. For half an 
hour no move was made to get a physician 
or to notify Me police, but seeing that 
O'Neill y, fast sinking Dr. Tally was 
sent for ind in a few minutes Patrolmen 
Mehaffey and Taylor arrived. 

O'Neill was sent to the Grady hospital, 
where he died an hour afterwards. Hen- 
derson had got too far away to render the 
chances of his being caught anything like 
good, but the entire police force were put 
on notice of the killing. It was stated that 
Henderson was badly wounded ip the face 
and neck and could not travel. 

Coroner Paden held an inquest at noon. 
Only the negroes who were present at the 
saloon when the killing occurred were ex- 
amined. Their testimony was in the main 
exactly the same. They swore that Hender- 
son had no knife and conld not have made 
the wound that caused O'Niell’s death. 
They swore that the wound was made by 
O'Neill himself while stabbing Henderson 
in the head, Henderson’s head. being be- 
tween his knees at the time. They swore 
also that Henderson was _ dangerously 


- wounded, having several bad cuts about_the 


head, face and neck. 

The jury found that O'Neill came to bis 
— from a knife wound made by him- 
self. 

The police do not all agree with the ver- 
dict, but as they have nothing to the con- 
trary, will have to accept it. It is be- 
lieved that Henderson will die.

The full particulars of her 
strange death are as follows: 

She thad been ill for nearly two months 
and arose this morning at the accustomed 
hour apparently no worse than usual. She 
Was sitting near the hearth when she 
coughed a live animal about an inch 
and a half long and resembling a young 
mouse in some respects and in others re- 
sembling another animal. She fainted, and 
was sted to a bed by a colored woman, 
who ran to give the alarm. 

A large crowd gathered in a short while 
and every imaginable superstitious theory 
was advanced. The little animal on the 
hearth had been unmolested up to this 
time. Some one poked it with a stick and 
it squealed and squirmed. 

The girl recovered sufficiently to say 
that there was one still in Wer that was 
choking her to death. She made frantic 
efforts to get it out, sometimes almost 
ere herself in her efforts to get hold 
of it. 

All the time she was suffering agonies, 
Gradually she suffocated to death. Before 
her death she accused a colored woman liv- 
ing in the neighborhood of having given 
her “thig thing,” meaning that she had been 
conjured or Reodooed.” . 

In the meantime a small boy had been 
sent to bring the animal which had been 
carried away. He came running and de- 
posited a bottle in the lap of an old ‘‘mam- 
ma” who turned it up and out came the 
cause of all the excitement, a little red, 
h@irless thing that squealed every time it 
was touched. 

The negroes in that section of the city 
are excited and their superstitious fears are 
freely expressed. A large crowd was con- 
gregated around the street door and on the 
corner. People were continually going and 
coming from every direction. 

No reasonable explanation of this curious 
affair has been given. 

Dr. L. B. Folk was called in after the 
woman had been dead for some time. 

When seen by a reporter Dr. Folk said 
he did not know whether it was all super- 
stition or not, as medical writers were di- 
vided on whether a live animal could live 
in the human body, but that the more re- 
cent medical works claim that such a thing 
is possible. He volunteered to look up a 
similar aqase, but as the reporter was leay- 
ing he declined with thanks. 

e “object” was taken to Dr.. Kendall, 
who pronounced it a young mouse. He 
thinks it dropped from a crack overhead, 
but the reporter observed the ceiling crit- 
ically and no crack could be seen. _

Mr. Woodward is, of course, a 
candidate for re-election, and is confident 
of his success. He has made one of the best 
clerks the cit? of Atlanta has ever had and 
is one of the most popular men with the 
members of the general council. 

Mr. Harry Scott is in the race for the 
same position. Mr. Scott is well qualified for 
work of the character incident to the place. 

For marshal there are two candidates and 
the race will be a warm one. Marshal Loyd, 
who has held the place so long and who 
has done the work so well, will ask for re- 
election, and is now pushing his claims to 
the place.

May Be Expected for 
Next Month. 


OF FOURTEEN YEARS. 


A Record ofthe Varying Heat and Cold, and 
Other Things—No Great Precipita- 
tion Probable.

If a general average of the weather that 
has made up each May for the past four- 
teen years goes anything towards forecast- 
ing next month, then we will have some 
beautiful weather: . 2 

Of course there are probabilities of cold 
days, such as occurred on the 23d of May, 
1883, when the thermometer dropped down 
to 40, or of such bot weather as was regis- 
tered on the 28th of May, 1879, when the 
mercury climbed one point above 90, and that 
too, in the shade. And, again, there might 
be such a monthly precipitation as is re 
corded in May, 1888, 6.86 inches. — 

Taking everything into consideration there 
is really no reason why we shouldn’t have an 
ideal spring May. The records of the months 
of May taken for the fourteen years past 
should play a part in the general forecast 
for the month, although the weather bureau 
does not claim any such virtue for it. The 
publications of this data, compiled from the 
records of observations for the month of 
May for the number of months named, sets 
forth facts that are undobtedly of interest 
to the public. They show the average and ex 
treme conditions of the more important me 
teorological elements and the range within 
which such variations may be expected to 
keep during any correspondence. The average 
of number of cloudless days, of partly cloudy 
days, of cloudy days, is all shown. The di- 
rection of the prevailing winds, and the high- 
est winds. The warmest May and the cold: 
est May, and other interesting information 
is given. 

The following is the report in full as pre- 
pared by Mr. C. S. Gorgas, under the di- 
rection of Dr. Park Morrill: 

Atlanta, Ga., April 24, 1803.—The chief of 
the weather bureau directs the publication of 
the following data, compiled from the record 
of observatious for the wouth of May, taken 
at this station during a period of fourteen 
years. 

it is believed that the facts thus set forth 
will prove of interest to the public, as well 
as the special student, showing as they do 
the average and extreme conditions of the 
more important meteorological elements and 
the range within which such variations may 
be expected to keep during any corresponding 
month. 

Temperature. 

Mean or normal temperature, 68.8 degrees. 

The warmest May was that of 1887, with 
an average of 72.0 degrees. 

The coldest May was that of 1885, with an 
average of 66.1 degrees. 

The highest temperature during any May 
was 91 degrees, on the 28th, 1879. 

The lowest temperature during any May. 
was 40 degrees, on the 23d, 1883. 

Average date on which last ‘‘killing’’ frost 
occurred (in spring), March 24th. 

Precipitation (Raln and Melted Snow.) 

Average for the month, 3.59 inches. 

Average number of days with .01 of an inch 
or more, 10. 

The greatest monthly precipitation was 
6.86 inches, in 1888. 

The least monthly precipitation was 1.27 
inches, in 188l. 

The greatest amonnt of precip/fation re- 
eorded in any twenty-four consecutive hours 
was 3.90 inches, on May 25th and 26th, 1800. 

Clouds and Weather. 

Average number of cloudless days, 11. 

Average number of partly cloudy days, -13. 

Average number of cloudy days, 7. 

Wind. 

The prevailing winds have been from the 
northwest. 

The highest velocity of the wind during an 
May was thirty-eight miles, on the 19th, 1892.
